Concrete policy call 
to tackle travellers 

A CONCRETE policy is needed to deal with 
travellers after caravans moved on to another 
field in Walsall, a councillor has claimed. 

Around 14 pitched up on land off King 
George Crescent, beside Elmwood School, 
in Rushall. Last week two different sets of 
travellers set up camp on Delves Common 
in Bell Lane within days of each other. Pal¬ 
frey councillor Mohammed Nazir said a bor¬ 
ough-wide policy had to be drawn up, with 
more dedicated traveller sites identified. 

“This cannot keep happening,” he said. “It 
is not fair on the residents. We need to come 
up with a concrete policy. Walsall has be¬ 
come a location of choice for travellers in the 
past 18 months.” The council had to move 
along travellers and clean up after them on 
85 occasions in 2015 - up from just 14 the 
previous year. The clean-up bill was £70,000.

NEW Walsall Council leader 
Sean Coughlan has pledged 
that his term in office will be 
“about putting people first 
and making sure frontline ser¬ 
vices survive”. 

Councillor Coughlan has spoken to 
set out his vision for the borough. 

He spoke fondly of 
his relationship with 
his late ‘Thatcherite’ 
father as he outlined 
the main emphasis for 
the council’s new coa¬ 
lition regime with the 
Liberal Democrats. 

But it was straight 
down to business for 
Labour’s Councillor 
Coughlan who, after 
being formally elected 
last week, decided on 
his cabinet includ¬ 
ing a new portfolio of 
‘agenda for change’ for his coalition partner 
and Liberal Democrat leader Councillor Ian 
Shires. 

Other cabinet members include Council¬ 
lor Lee Jeavons who will serve as Councillor 
Coughlan’s deputy leader and as the portfolio 
holder for regeneration. The portfolio for chil¬ 
dren’s services and education will be held by 
Councillor Rose Burley while community, lei¬ 
sure and culture will be looked after by Coun¬ 
cillor Julie Fitzpatrick. 

Councillor Coughlan said: “We will sit down 
with the chief executive and his team about the 
direction that we want to get back to which we 
started over 12 months ago when we took con¬ 
trol. “The reality is that we know what chal¬ 
lenges we have got, we have been there before 
and we know we have got difficult decisions to 
make but we think we can do things differently 
and better.“One of the things that Councillor 
Bird [Mike, former leader] talked about was 
people were lazy for not going out to vote, I 
honestly believe the opposite. People are disen¬ 
chanted, they want something different.” 

Interestingly, as Councillor Coughlan heads 
up Walsall’s Labour party, his father was a die¬ 
hard Conservative voter. He said: “My dad was 
always into politics but not the same politics as 
myself. I think he would be really really proud. 
He brought us up as free thinking individuals, 
we had lots of clashes about politics but I am 
sure he is sat up there really proud as is my 
mother.”

A&E figures making 
a positive recovery 

PERFORMANCE has significantly im¬ 
proved at Walsall Manor Hospital’s trou¬ 
bled A&E. In April - the latest figures 
available - 91 per cent of patients were 
seen within the nationally required four- 
hour benchmark. 

This is still below the NHS target of 
95 per cent, but the performance had 
improved substantially as it had gone 
below 85 per cent. Russell Caldicott, 
director of finance and performance, 
said: “During April, the highest number 
of breaches that occurred for four hour 
waits were due to unavailable beds.”

Club revamp scheme 
sails through planning 

PLANS to revamp a sailing club have been 
given the green light by council planners. 

The extension to Aldridge Sailing Club will 
see an entrance lobby built at the venue in 
Barns Lane, Rushall. 

Disabled facilities will be included as part 
of the new additions to the sailing club. The 
planning application success gives club 
chiefs a second major boost in the past six 
months. Back in December there was cause 
for celebration after the club secured a 
£10,000 grant to buy two new boats.

AN entrepreneur from the Black Coun¬ 
try is hoping to launch a new app with 
Sir Richard Branson which aims to help 
long distance couples. 

Malia Choudhury, of Walsall, is build¬ 
ing an app to help couples feel physi¬ 
cally close by hearing each other’s heart 
beating and watching videos together in 
sync. The 23-year-old has entered her 
idea, entitled Closer Than, into the Vir¬ 
gin Media Business VOOM 2016 compe¬ 
tition. 

If successful Malia will have the 
chance to pitch her idea to the Virgin 


owner. The heart beating feature works 
by the camera lens on a smart phone 
tracking colour changes from the tip of 
a finger as blood is pumped. 

Speaking about the app, Malia said: 
“Why is it that long distance couples 
struggle to connect in an age of instant 
messaging and free video calls? Very 
rarely do they have any real time to¬ 
gether that isn’t a scheduled Skype call 
or scattered instant messages. 

“Closer Than is a mobile app that al¬ 
lows long distant couples to experience 
life-like interaction through their smart 


phone by hearing their heart beating 
and watching videos in sync, all in real 
time - just as if you were there together. 

“How do we make live interaction 
possible when you are time zones apart? 
Shared clocks sync with your typical 
sleeping hours and busy calendars so 
that you always realise mutual free time 
in a clock that refreshes every 12 hours. 

“The app hasn’t been developed yet, 
but 384 couples separated by distance 
have joined our mailing list”

56pc increase in arrests 
of Eastern Europeans 

EASTERN European arrests in 
the Black Country have rocketed 
by 56 per cent - while the num¬ 
ber of people with UK nationality 
detained by police has dropped, 
it has emerged. 

A total of 1,394 people from Russia, 

Estonia, Slovakia, Romania, Poland, 

Czech Republic, Latvia were arrested 
by police in 2015. This compared to 
893 in 2011. 

The number of Latvian people arrested 
jumped from 75 to 167, Hungarians ar¬ 
rested from 17 to 35 and Poles from 278 to 
447. Romanian arrests went up 223 to 363 
over the period, Slovakia arrests from 43 
to 85, Estonian arrests from two to six and 
Slovenian dropped from one to zero. 

Meanwhile, the number of British people 
arrested in the region fell from 18,258 to 
17,592, a drop of four per cent. The Black 
Country area consists of Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Walsall and Sandwell local po¬ 
licing units. In January a Polish thief who 
targeted elderly people in Wolverhampton 
was jailed for two years and eight months. 

Stolen 

Gabriel Lipinski, aged 21, of Willenhall 
Road, had a previous conviction for a street 
robbery in Poland during which he stole a 
mobile phone. Also in January, another 
Lithuanian inmigrant, Gediminas Babusis, 
was jailed for six months after being caught 
with a stolen van less than three months 
after arriving to the UK. 

Babusis, 44, of no fixed address, pleaded 
guilty to the theft of the vehicle from Sow¬ 
ers Close, Willenhall. 

Last month, Polish inmigrant Adrian 
Anderski was jailed for three years, two 
months, for trying to rob a woman and 
break into vehicles outside Wolverhampton 
railway station. Anderski, 20, of Wellington 
Road, Tipton, admitted attempted robbery 
and theft and was ordered to be detained 
in a Young Offenders Institution. He faces 
deportation on release. 

The figures come after West Midlands 
Police detained 83 people, including two 
Poles wanted by detectives in their own 
country on suspicion of separate frauds and 
a Czech man implicated in a burglary back 
in his homeland, as part of a multi-national 
operation. 


Blaze rips through derelict former pub

MORE than a dozen firefighters 
were called to deal with a blaze at 
a former pub in Darlaston, which 
has ‘fallen into rack and ruin’. 

The fire originated from a cara¬ 
van and spread into the old build¬ 
ing, which was once The Boat, on 
Bentley Road South. 

Crews from Walsall, Fallings 
Park, Willenhall and Oldbury fire 
stations attended the scene of the 
blaze at around 3pm on Monday. 

West Midlands Fire Service was 
unable to confirm whether it was 
started deliberately. No-one was 
reported as injured. 

Bentley Road South was shut 


off while firefighters tackled the 
flames. A force control spokes¬ 
woman said: “We were called 
around 3pm to an incident, which 
started in a caravan but spread to a 
pub. It used to be The Boat.” 

Willenhall Fire posted pictures 
to its Twitter feed showing smoke 
coming through burned out win¬ 
dows shortly after the flames were 
extinguished by crews. 

The inside of the pub, which 
has been hit by fires previously, 
was also shown to be charred with 
blackened roof beams. The back of 
the building was also affected. 

The pub shut down in 2006 and 


was hit by arsonists a year later. 
Then in 2009 a car wash was set up 
illegally on the former car park, but 
it was eventually closed by Walsall 
Council in a crackdown, although 
there was a bid to demolish the 
pub and start up the business le¬ 
gitimately. 

Councillor Doug James, who 
represents Darlaston, said: “The 
pub has been eyesore for months 
now. It is such a shame because 
The Boat used to be hugely popu¬ 
lar in the area and because of the 
decline in the pub trade generally 
it became vacant. Since then it has 
fallen into rack and ruin.” 


Number of 
marriages 
within region 
falls by lOpc 

THE number of people getting married 
in the Black Country and Staffordshire 
fell by around 10 per cent in 12 months, 
latest figures reveal. 

A total of 7,296 couples tied the knot 
in religious or civil ceremonies, data 
from the Office for National Statistics 
(ONS). The number of marriages in 
2013 - the latest statistics to be pub¬ 
lished - fell from 8,140 in 2012, a reduc¬ 
tion of 10.3 per cent. 

But the region mirrored the national 
picture which also saw a drop and it’s 
believed people could have been avoiding 
the number T3’ fearing it an unlucky 
year to get married. Financial reasons 
with Britain still recovering after the 
recession may also have had an impact. 

Dudley saw the biggest drop of 22 per 
cent - with 893 couples getting married 
in 2013 compared with 1,155 during the 
previous year. 

But Councillor John Martin, cabinet 
member for law and governance, said 
that numbers tying the knot at register 
offices and other approved venues in the 
borough had increased since then. 

In Sandwell there was a 12 per cent 
reduction in the number of ceremo¬ 
nies with 672 in 2013, down from 770 
in 2012. In Wolverhampton, there was 
a seven per cent drop with 789 couples 
getting married in 2012 compared with 
733 in 2012 and in Walsall the number 
fell by around six per cent with 720 cer¬ 
emonies in 2013 and 675 in 2012.

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Families hit 
out at lack 
of warnings 
for tourists 

FAMILIES of the Tunisia terror at¬ 
tack victims have raised concerns 
about a lack of warnings for travel¬ 
lers, at the latest pre-inquest hearing. 

Relatives of some of the 30 Britons 
murdered in the resort of Sousse in 
June last year fear not enough was 
done to alert holidaymakers of the ter¬ 
ror risk in the country. The attack in 
Sousse came just three months after 
24 people - including Shropshire so¬ 
licitor Sally Jane Adey - were killed at 
the Bardo Museum in Tunis in March. 

Andrew Ritchie QC, who represents 
17 families including Wednesbury’s 
Suzy Richards - who lost her son Joel, 
brother Adrian and father Patrick in 
the Sousse massacre - said the For¬ 
eign Office had potentially failed to 
require holiday companies to warn 
Britons of the dangers. Travel agents 
allegedly lowered their prices to try 
to ‘entice’ more Britons to Tunisia, 
after 24 people were killed in a terror 
attack at Bardo National Museum in 
the capital in March 2015. 

Ms Richards has previously said 
that she remains concerned about 
travel operators continuing to offer 
cut price deals to the country. Foreign 
Office advice for travellers in June 
2015 stated: “There is a high risk 
from terrorism, including kidnapping. 
Attacks could be indiscriminate, in¬ 
cluding in places visited by foreigners. 

“This had only been produced on¬ 
line but we are going to consider, in 
light of future evidence, whether Her 
Majesty’s Government should have 
imposed a duty of candour on the 
travel companies,” Mr Ritchie said 
at the pre-inquest hearing into the 
deaths last Wednesday. 

He said travel agents, including 
Thomson’s parent company TUI, had 
told the Foreign Office that they in¬ 
tended to use ‘reduced pricing strate¬ 
gies for further tourists to be enticed 
to Tunisia following the Bardo at¬ 
tack’. 

Police joy over 
device success 

POLICE have claimed that the instal¬ 
lation of a dome-hawk camera to pre¬ 
vent anti-social behaviour in Streetly 
has been successful. 

The bus shelter in Bridle Lane had 
become a congregation point for a 
number of youths causing problems 
for residents and users of the bus shel¬ 
ter, it was reported earlier this year. 

The town’s local neighbourhood po¬ 
licing team received a number of calls 
from local residents about the youths, 
leading to increased patrols and the 
installation of a dome-hawk camera. 

Sgt Joanne Winters, from the 
Streetly neighbourhood police team, 
said: “A dome-hawk camera has now 
been installed at the location and of¬ 
ficers will be regularly viewing it to 
identify youths acting in an anti-so¬ 
cial manner and warning letters will 
be issued. Since the deployment of the 
dome-hawk camera all problems have 
seemed to cease”

have to accept that it 
is all about numbers 
and we have to win 
those numbers back. 

“I am fairly con¬ 
fident that the Con¬ 
servatives will be 
back in power in a 
very short space of time but only time will 
tell with the electorate. 

“We will be as transparent and as robust 
as possible in opposition but we have to take 
into account most stuff goes through the 
cabinet and we will have to scrutinise those 
decisions. 

Upbeat 

“The socialist policies are different to ours 
and as a result we will view them on that 
basis. 

“I think you have to remain upbeat, I have 
been in this game for 36 years going onto 
39 at the end of my term and you do have 
ups and downs. This is one of the troughs we 
are in now but we will dust ourselves off and 
come back and fight again. 

“I was already elected unopposed and will 
remain on as leader as long as they want 
me.” 

He was in a surprisingly jubilant mood 
after his party were officially voted out last 
Wednesday night. 

With the council currently split 30/30, 
with the Labour mayor having the casting 
vote, Councillor Bird routinely quipped ‘I 
bet this will be 30!’ and ‘this will be close’ as 
various votes were counted on the night, as 
well as adding ‘If I was betting man I think I 
know how many votes this will be’.

From 1942 to 1976 he also 
worked as a volunteer special con¬ 
stable, covering a beat between 
Wednesbury and Darlaston. He 
puts his longevity down to having 
his son later in life, which helped 
keep him active, and not overdoing 
the beer. Now he is looking forward 
to becoming a great-grandfather as 
32-year-old Bruce’s partner Dayna 
is expecting their first child.

BUS services in the Black Country 
have been revamped - with timeta¬ 
bles changing and bus stops pulled 
from some routes. 

National Express has revealed up¬ 
dated services for the region. There 
will be changes to bus times and 
routes, with an increase in conges¬ 
tion cited as a major reason for the 
alterations, which came into effect 
from Sunday. Many bus services 


for 

along busy routes will only see minor 
changes to timetables, but some 
areas will see some services stop run¬ 
ning all together. 

Two services that will see the most 
changes are bus services between 
West Bromwich and Great Barr, and 
West Bromwich and Wolverhampton. 

A section of the route for the num¬ 
ber 46 bus between West Bromwich 
and Great Barr will stop running.

This will be the service that runs 
from the Scott Arms, in Great Barr, 
and Asda Queslett. 

For the bus services from West 
Bromwich to Wolverhampton, the 
number 79 bus, which runs through 
Wednesbury, Darlaston and Bilston, 
one section of the route will stop 
running and another will see twice 
as many buses running. 

Operators say ‘the route in Dar-

laston will be revised’ - there will no 
longer be a service for bus stops in 
Wolverhampton Street and Stafford 
Road. Instead all journeys operating 
between Dangerfield Lane and Dar¬ 
laston will have a double run. 

This will include stops in St Law¬ 
rence Way, Pinfold Street and Mox- 
ley Road.

MP hits out at

Sims' 

role

A WALSALL MP has criticised 
the sum of money which is being 
paid to former West Midlands 
Chief Constable Chris Sims who 
has taken up a top police job 
earning £1,000 a day. 

Mr Sims, who retired in January 
with a pension believed to be worth 
around £150,000 per year, is working 
as an adviser for the National Police 
Chiefs Council. 

He will work two 
days a week at 
rate of £1,000 a day 
- worth the equiva¬ 
lent of £260,000 pro 
rata or £125 per hour 
based on a normal 
working day. 

As Chief Constable 
of the country’s sec¬ 
ond largest force he 
was paid £200,000 a 
year in salary and benefits and oversaw 
cuts of £125 million - the highest in the 
country which saw 1,300 officers lose their 
jobs.

Austerity 

However, Walsall North MP David 
Winnick, a member of the influential 
Home Affairs Select Committee said: “Peo¬ 
ple will be somewhat surprised that at the 
time of austerity when wages have been 
frozen in many places or increases have 
been minimal, that someone who has been 
on a very high salary - and understanda¬ 
bly so as a Chief Constable should - once 
he leaves his job be paid £1,000 per day to 
work part time. 

“People, quite a number of them in my 
constituency and across the West Mid¬ 
lands, will be raising eyebrows at this fig¬ 
ure. It is not unusual for public figures to 
be paid these amounts but whether it is 
right is another matter.” 

A spokesman for the organisation said: 
“Chris Sims is extremely well-qualified to 
advise on important national work that 
aims to improve policing for the public. 
The changes will help police tackle new 
threats and improve the service for the 
public. He will work on a part-time basis 
which equates to two days a week on a day 
rate of £1,000.” 


Lecturers strike for better deal

‘OUR working conditions are the students’ learn¬ 
ing conditions.’ That was the message from striking 
lecturers who last Wednesday took to the picket line 
outside the University of Wolverhampton at both its 
City campus in Wulfruna Street, Wolverhampton and 
Walsall campus in Gorway Road. 

They were taking part in the first of two days of 
strike action over pay and the use of fixed and ze¬ 
ro-hour contracts. 

It comes after the University and College Union 
(UCU) rejected a 1.1 per cent pay offer from employ¬ 
ers, arguing that universities could afford to pay more 
after the pay and benefits of university leaders went 
up by 5.1 per cent last year. 

The union is also concerned about the increased use 


of zero-hour contracts to cover and replace permanent 
posts, and the impact that has on students. 

Cecile Hatier, a lecturer within the university’s 
Faculty of Art, was one of around 15 academic staff 
members on the picket line in Wulfruna Street. 

She said: “More and more lecturers are being paid 
for the hours they teach and that’s it. For those indi¬ 
viduals it is terrible - they don’t know what is going to 
happen next week or next month. It means they can’t 
talk about what changes can be made to modules or 
what can be done for particular students.” 

If the pay dispute is not resolved in the coming 
weeks, members have agreed to further strike action 
which could affect open days, graduation ceremonies 
and the clearing process. 


Cameron's 
Maguluf 
goof after 
75 shots 

THIS is the British tourist who keeled 
over in the street after he claimed to 
have downed 75 shots of booze. 

Cameron Relf, aged 18, from Wal¬ 
sall, had been drinking with pals at 
Lush Bar in Magaluf, allegedly en¬ 
couraged by shot girls and the gaggles 
of tourists. 

But Cam¬ 
eron’s boozy 
bender turned 
sour after he 
necked a lethal 
volume of Sam- 
buca and cara¬ 
mel vodka - a 
move that saw 
him wake up in 
hospital. 

Cameron, 
who works for a 
food purchasing firm, had been drink¬ 
ing with friends Matthew and James, 
but was left on his own after one went 
back to the hotel to sleep and the 
other went to withdraw cash. 

After an eight hour stay in hospi¬ 
tal that saw Cameron hooked up to 
a drip, Spanish doctors discharged 
him, where he went back to the room 
he had booked at the HSM Sunset 
Beach hotel. For the rest of the holi¬ 
day, which was due to end on Sunday, 
Cameron was planning on getting 
back on the booze, suggesting that he 
might switch to drinking jagerbombs 
to avoid another trip to hospital. 

Cameron said: “There were shot 
girls walking around the bar that we 
were in and although other people 
bought a couple off of them, we just 
couldn’t say no and kept getting more. 

“I had about 75 shots in total of 
Sambuca and caramel vodka. Some of 
the bar staff were cheering me on and 
we had made friends with some of the 
other British tourists out there too. I 
tried to get back to the room, but had 
to be helped by the bar staff and other 
tourists - that’s when I went to hospi¬ 
tal. When I woke up, the doctors were 
pretty short with me and only took 
my insurance details before sending 
me on my way. But that’s what you 
do in Magaluf.” 

Hospital for 
pair in crash 

A MAN and a woman were taken to 
hospital after a smash in Willenhall. 

The incident happened just before 
7.30am last Thursday morning on 
Wolverhampton Road West and in¬ 
volved a red Ford Transit van and a 
car. Nine fire fighters attended the 
scene split between one crew from 
Walsall fire station and one from Wil¬ 
lenhall fire station. 

A spokesman for West Midlands 
Fire Service said: “One adult male 
was released from the van and one fe¬ 
male adult removed herself from the 
car prior to our arrival. Both taken 
to hospital by the ambulance service. 
They were in attendance along with 
the police. We made the road and the 
cars safe and left around 20 past 8.”

Cannabis 
arrests rise 
by 40pc in 
12 months 

THE number of people caught 
red-handed with cannabis has shot 
up by more than 40 per cent during 
the past 12 months, new figures have 
revealed. 

A total of 2,327 people were ar¬ 
rested for cannabis possession in the 
West Midlands in 2015 - up from 
1,618 in the previous year. 

Exactly 13,000 have been held by 
the force since 2011, according to the 
statistics revealed by a Freedom of In¬ 
formation request. 

The overall trend has been down¬ 
ward, with 3,620 arrests in 2011 to 
1,618 in 2014 - before the rise in 2015. 

Councillor Bob Lloyd, who sits on 
Sandwell Council’s health and adult 
social care scrutiny board, said it is 
positive that the numbers have been 
falling since 2011. 

However, he said education about 
drugs needs to be improved to combat 
the problems even further. Councillor 
Lloyd said: “In Sandwell the council 
has recently launched a campaign 
with children from RSA Academy 
with the message that there are se¬ 
rious health risks with these things.” 

The figures also reveal the total 
number of possession of cannabis of¬ 
fences and people proceeded against 
for possession of cannabis from 2011. 
There were 6,416 in 2011 and fell ever 
year to 3,315 in 2015. Wayne Little, 
station commander at Tipton Com¬ 
munity Fire Station, issued a warning 
about the risks of cannabis factories 
when launching a anti-cannabis cam¬ 
paign earlier this month. 

He said: “So-called cannabis facto¬ 
ries pose huge risks to those involved, 
their innocent neighbours and the 
emergency services. It’s often the case 
that the criminals bypass the power 
supply, make unsafe structural alter¬ 
ations, and then fill the premises with 
cultivation equipment that uses huge 
amounts of power.” 

Anyone who suspects neighbours of 
illegally growing and supplying can¬ 
nabis should call police on 101 or call 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 
555 111. 

Croup in road 
safety concern 

A NEIGHBOURHOOD watch group 
has called for action to be taken to 
resolve road safety concerns after a 
crash left a woman and child injured. 

The accident took place in Milton 
Street, Palfrey, on Saturday May 21. 

A woman, who suffered bruising, 
was taken to hospital and a child also 
suffered cuts to her knee. 

The Palfrey and Caldmore neigh¬ 
bourhood watch group says there 
have been many accidents on the road 
and has called for agencies to work to¬ 
gether to address the issue. 

Imran Arif, secretary for the group, 
said: “Residents having been high¬ 
lighting the road safety concerns for a 
while now, which the police and coun¬ 
cil have failed to address. This con¬ 
cern is long standing and growing.”

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Diabetics warned

MUSLIM diabetics in Birmingham 
have been urged not to put their 
health at risk by fasting during the 
forthcoming month of Ramadan. 

Throughout Ramadan, which will 
run from June 7 to July 6, most Mus¬ 
lims are required to refrain from 
eating and drinking during daylight 
hours. 


TRAVELLERS have finally 
moved on from Delves Com¬ 
mon in Walsall - leaving piles 
of rubbish behind. 

The group pitched up on 
the site opposite Delves Jun¬ 
ior School at the start of 
last week, in Bell Lane, The 
Delves, just a week after an¬ 
other group were at the site. 

Police were set to evict 
them on Friday morning but 
neighbours say they left late 


on Thursday night. Walsall 
Council is said to be looking 
into the problem. 

Palfrey councillor Moham¬ 
med Nazir has labelled their 
return as ‘most unwelcome’. 

Neighbours nearby the field 
have spoken of their frustra¬ 
tion as they claim loud music 
was played throughout the 
night. 

One resident, who didn’t 
want to named amid fears 


of their safety, said: “I am 
living under fear in my own 
home. Why should I have to 
live under fear? There were 
kids coming up to the door 
and ringing the bell. They 
were playing music and mak¬ 
ing noise in the middle of the 
night keeping people awake. 

“It has been an ongoing 
problem for the last year that 
won’t go away. They will keep 
on coming back.” 


The travellers left behind 
gas canisters, piles of bin bags 
full with rubbish and even a 
children’s quad bike. 

Walsall Council were in at¬ 
tendance from 10am on Fri¬ 
day morning to clear up the 
mess. The playing fields at the 
common recently underwent a 
£400,000 upgrade to clean up 
the once contaminated land. 

The borough has been 
plagued by traveller camps 


in recent years, with the cost 
of clearing up sites reaching 
£70,000 for 2015. Popular 
locations have included Go- 
scote Lodge Crescent, Delves 
Common and Broadway West 
Playing Fields. 

Palfrey councillor Moham¬ 
med Nazir said: “We had 
just finished cleaning up the 
site and this return is most 
unwelcome. We will look at 
solutions.” 


ISIS terror gang four 
jailed over Syrian plot

FOUR members of a Black 
Country terror cell who plot¬ 
ted to smuggle unborn ba¬ 
bies and children into Syria 
have been jailed for a total of 
17 and a half years. 

Ayman Shaukat, aged 28, Alex 
Nash, 22, Kerry Thomason, 24, and 
Lorna Moore, 34, all from Walsall, 
were given jail terms of between a 
suspended two year sentence and 10 
years jail at the Old Bailey in London. 

At the Old Bailey last week, Judge 
Charles Wide QC told Shaukat he 
posed a ‘significant risk’ to the public 
and added: “Aslam plainly went there 
to fight. He was a dedicated terrorist 
fighter. 

Dedicated 

“Nash would have been a fighter 
had he not been intercepted. With 
your ability to deceive I am satisfied 
that you present a significant risk to 
members of the public of causing se¬ 
rious harm.” 

The judge told Nash: “You went to 
fight for ISIS and you went to great 
lengths. You were dedicated to the 
cause.” 

Sentencing Thomason, he said: 
“There is a naivety about you but you 
knew perfectly well he was going to 
fight.” Finally Judge Wide told Moore: 
“You knew perfectly well of your hus¬ 
band’s dedication and there was clear 
evidence 

of it. You are a very strong charac¬ 
ter. One of the troubling things about 
you is your ability at telling lies.” 


West Midlands Police Counter 
Terrorism Unit smashed a jihadist 
cell in Walsall in October 2014 after 
Jacob Petty, 26, the son of a Church 
of England vicar Sue Boyce, confessed 
via email he was in Syria to become a 
‘soldier’ of the Islamic State. 

He met up with his friends Aslam 
and Siadatan - the husbands of the 
two female defendants - who have 
also separately travelled to Syria in 
2014. Petty was killed in fighting and 
it is also believed that Siadatan, the 
brother of Apprentice winner Yas- 
mina, is also dead. 

But last month Aslam sent an email 
to the Express & Star claiming to be a 
teacher in Turkey and demanded his 
wife be set free. At least two others as¬ 
sociated with the Islam Walsall group 
- including a pregnant woman - have 
made it to Syria. 


The plot dreamt up in Walsall dur¬ 
ing 2014 planned to smuggle at least 
four pregnant women and four young 
children into the Islamic State. Nash, 
Moore and Thomason are all Muslim 
converts. 

Convicted burglar Shaukat sepa¬ 
rately drove both Aslam, and Nash and 
his pregnant wife to Stansted and Bir¬ 
mingham airports. He also arranged 
Nash and Jan’s affairs while they were 
abroad, including emptying their flat. 

He was treasurer and later 
vice-chairman of Islam Walsall which 
had a meeting house dubbed the Wal¬ 
sall Islamic Centre in Bradford Lane. 

The group was sympathetic to ISIS, 
had stalls at Walsall Market, and once 
hosted a Christmas Day conference 
with cronies of the hook-handed rad¬ 
ical cleric Abu Hamza, who was jailed 
last year for multiple charges, includ¬ 


ing hostage-taking and plotting to set 
up a terrorism training camp in the 
US. 

Shaukat, who worked in Essington, 
Walsall and Smethwick, was nick¬ 
named the Caldmore Chameleon by 
counter terrorism police for his ability 
to repeatedly change his story. 

He communicated with Aslam via 
‘code’ using mobile phone apps. 

Thomason, who married Siadatan 
in an Islamic ceremony when they 
were both 17, bought her husband a 
new laptop so she could communicate 
with him in Syria and drove him to 
Birmingham Airport. 

Moore was a trainee maths teacher 
and also taught at the Islamic school 
connected to Wolverhampton’s main 
mosque. Nash converted to Islam 
when he was 18 and was known for his 
religious rap videos on YouTube.

Police 
were called to Countess Street, Pal¬ 
frey just after 11pm by ambulance 
colleagues who were treating a man 
for a stab wound. 

West Midlands Police believe the 
man had been assaulted outside a 
social club in Caldmore Green sev¬ 
eral minutes earlier. He was taken to 
hospital and treated for a puncture 
wound to his lower back. 

His condition is described as stable. 
Any witnesses are asked to call Dc 
Narinderjit Sandhu on 101. 

llnro lanes shut 
following crash 

A CRASH between two cars shut two 
lanes of the M6 in the Black Country. 

Traffic backed up after the smash at 
around 2.30pm, last Monday, between 
junctions 6 and 7 for Great Barr head¬ 
ing southbound. 

The lanes were gradually reopened 
as the cars and debris were removed 
from the motorway. The motorway 
reopened fully at around 3.15pm but 
traffic moved slowly for a while after¬ 
wards. No-one is thought to have been 
seriously hurt. 

Man treated after 
three-car collision 

A MAN was taken to hospital after 
a three car collision during morning 
traffic in Walsall. The crash took place 
on Chester Road, Streetly, at 7.45am, 
near a bus stop, last Thursday. 

Three people were seen by paramed¬ 
ics with a woman treated for shock 
and a man taken to Good Hope hospi¬ 
tal with neck pains. The other driver 
was not injured. The fire service sent 
an engine from Sutton Coldfield and 
the police were requested as coolant 
was leaking from one of the vehicles.

Warden’s 
moan just 
ticket for 
hypocrisy 

YOU know that parking enforcement is 
going too far when even the traffic war¬ 
dens are complaining about it. 

After years of platitudes about “keep¬ 
ing the traffic moving” and “keeping the 
public safe”, a disgruntled warden in 
Dudley has revealed they are being told 
to issue an average of 4.7 tickets each a 
day to meet budget targets. 

I would love to say that comes as a 
surprise, but really it is right up there with 
the revelation that Big Daddy used to like 
his grub. 

It has long been my belief that the vast 
majority of parking tickets are nothing to 
do with either road safety or the free flow 
of traffic. 

They are simply councils fining peo¬ 
ple for minor breaches of rules that they 
dreamt up themselves. 

And ticketing targets for traffic wardens 
are the price we pay for the dreadful de¬ 
cision to take parking enforcement away 
from the police and to hand it over to lo¬ 
cal authorities. 

Well here’s an idea. Let’s get rid of all 
civil parking wardens, the whole lot of 
them, and use the money to take on a few 
extra police.

New chapter written 
for the ‘Flying Pencil’

SOPHIE MADDEN reports 
on the restoration of the last 
surviving Second World War 2 
German bomber of its type 


AT first glance it looks like an unre¬ 
markable warehouse, with lighting 
strips shining down from the roof 
to show racks of shelving and car¬ 
go covered by dark green tarpaulin. 

But underneath the covers lies a piece of 
Second World War military history. 

The remains of the last Dornier Do 17 
bomber lie sheltered from the elements as 
part of a project to conserve them for future 
generations. 

The Germans built 1,500 of the bombers. 
The one now sitting in the Conservation Cen¬ 
tre at RAF Museum Cosford was raised from 
the bottom of the Strait of Dover in the Eng¬ 
lish Channel almost three years ago. 

The Dornier and its many small compo¬ 
nents were sprayed with a citric acid solution 
for months in order to clear them of debris 
from their time under the water. There still 
remains more work to be done before the plane 
can go on permanent display. 

Materials 

On completion, the plane’s permanent dis¬ 
play will be the first time it has been seen since 
November, where it was the centre-piece of 
the museum’s Conservation Centre Open Day. 

Darren Priday, RAF Museum conservation 
centre manager, said they were waiting on 
confirmation from project adviser, Professor 
Mary Ryan from the Imperial College London, 
on how best to treat the metal before the air¬ 
craft goes on display to the public. 

He said: “It is now in the hands of the muse¬ 
um’s design and interpretation team to decide 
how the aircraft should be displayed and what 
supporting materials should be included in 
order to tell the story.” 

The Dornier’s twin-engine, twin-fin configu¬ 
ration, together with the narrow fuselage and 
shoulder-mounted engines, gave the aircraft a 
distinctive silhouette and earned it the nick¬ 


name ‘The Flying Pencil’. More than 400 were 
employed by the Luftwaffe during the Battle 
of Britain in the Second World War. 

At the time of the Dornier’s recovery, it was 
unclear just how much of the aircraft could 
be saved following more than 70 years on the 
seabed. The process so far has seen the aircraft 
systematically sprayed - inside purpose-built 
hydration tunnels - with a low concentration 
citric acid-based solution. 

Confident that the citric acid solution has 
done its job, the fuselage was removed from 
the tunnels in early September 2014 and has 
undergone an intense wash down, before being 
moved into the Conservation Centre. Techni¬ 


cians then began working on the Dornier full 
time, cleaning and scraping and removing de¬ 
posits by hand. 

The gradual process of removing the thick 
layer of marine deposits revealed several bul¬ 
let holes and shrapnel damage on the airframe, 
plus small areas of the original paint finish. 

The plane was shot down by the RAF on Au¬ 
gust 26 1940. Part of a large enemy formation, 
it was intercepted at noon as it tried to attack 
airfields in Essex. 

This particular aircraft was forced to make 
an emergency landing on Goodwin Sands at 
low tide after an attack by Defiant fighters of 
No 264 Sqn that left both engines stopped and 


the crew wounded. Now deposits have been 
removed, conservationists have found bullet 
holes and shrapnel damage. 

While working on some of the smaller com¬ 
ponents, volunteers also discovered push rods 
still coated in their original oil and when a pipe 
was removed from a fuel injection unit, a small 
amount of fuel was still present. 

While smaller components are still receiving 
conservation treatment, the Dornier’s forward 
fuselage, tail boom and wing have been tempo¬ 
rarily covered by tarpaulins. 

Under the coverings with the plane’s parts 
is a dehumidifier which controls the environ¬ 
ment and reduces humidity.

“Maggie-Mae was plan¬ 
ned to be a water birth 
but we never got that far, 
she was an Asda birth.” 

These are the words of beaming 
Staffordshire dad Russell Moore 
after he delivered his wife’s baby 
in the car park of the Asda in 
Bloxwich, Walsall.

Fraudster 
worked 
two shifts 
on wards 


A MAN worked two shifts at Walsall s Man¬ 
or Hospital by pretending to be a qualified 
health worker able to look after elderly, vul¬ 
nerable patients. 

Moses Okafor, aged 37, admitted fraud between 
October 20 and October 31 last year and possessing 
an article for use in fraud on October 30 last year. 


He has been locked up 
for six months and is now 
facing deportation back to 
Nigeria. Okafor, of Arling¬ 
ton Road, Yardley Wood, 
was rumbled when he was 
assaulted by a ‘challenging’ 
patient and after checks 
were made it was discovered 
he had been using a false 
identity to work. 

Recorder Abigail Nixon, 
who presided over the case 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, said to Okafor: “Your 
actions potentially posed a 
serious risk because you had 
no idea how to treat those 
suffering from dementia. 

“I do not accept for one 
moment that you were 
duped. You knew full well 
you entered that hospital on 
a fraudulent basis.” 

Mr Mark Phillips, prose¬ 
cuting, said Okafor, a man 
of previous good character, 
maintained he had been ex-

ploited by others working in 
what was a “highly organ¬ 
ised fraud.” 

He said Okafor had been 
handed a legitimate identity 
card and his own photo¬ 
graph had been stuck on top 
of a picture of the genuine 
card holder. “It was clear 
he had worked at the Manor 
Hospital on at least two oc¬ 
casions,” said Mr Phillips 
who told the court Okafor 
insisted he had been paid 
just £50 for his services. 

Miss Saleema Mahmood, 
defending, said Okafor who 
had applied for asylum after 
his visa came to an end had 
been in a “desperate” situ¬ 
ation and he sought the as¬ 
sistance of a friend to find 
work. He provided a pass¬ 
port photograph, he was 
then given the official iden¬ 
tification card.

Area is picture perfect in 
postcards from the past 


IT’S hard to believe one of Wol¬ 
verhampton’s most deprived are¬ 
as was once so picturesque. 

These postcards reveal how Whit¬ 
more Reans looked in the early 1900s, 
a world away from how it looks today. 

The first picture looks down Newhamp¬ 
ton Road at the dead-end spur in the tram 
tracks, which was the original terminal 
point when electric trams were first intro¬ 
duced to Whitmore Reans. Trams began 
running to Leicester Square in 1902, in 
time for the opening of the Wolverhampton 
Arts and Industrial Exhibition of that year. 

By August 11, 1902, the tram tracks had 
been extended the entire length of Ne¬ 
whampton Road. 

The tracks joined the tram lines on the 
Tettenhall Road to serve Newbridge, but 
this through service was a short-lived oper¬ 
ation that ended in late 1903. 

The incredibly detailed image depicts 
shops and houses on the left hand side of 
the road, young schoolboys looking into the

camera and one of the earliest cars driving 
into the distance. 

The second postcard features clear skies 
while people travel via horse and carriage 
and mingle in Leicester Street. 

Dave Clare, who runs the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton in Old Photos Facebook Group, has 
accumulated a collections of thousands of 
postcards depicting Wolverhampton scen¬ 
ery over the last 40 years. 

The retired university learning centre 
manager, aged 66, said: “One is the end 
of Leicester Road and the other is looking 
down Newhampton Road. 

“They are from about 1905 or 1906, 
when there was really a boom in postcards. 
They were done from black and white pho¬ 
tographs, with the colour added in after¬ 
wards. I think it really brings them to life. 

“I suppose beauty is in the eye of the be¬ 
holder. The thing is, if you go down there 


and try and take pictures now, it’s so busy. 
You have to jump in between cars.” 

He added: “It used to be quite an upper 
to middle class area in Whitmore Reans, so 
it looks very different to what it does now. 

“A lot of people have commented saying 
what a lovely area it used to be.” 

Of the Facebook group, he said: “It’s 
quite a busy group really, we’ve got about 
14,000 members. A lot of people are active 
on there, having a look at the page every 
day, liking and commenting on the pictures. 

Lovely 

“It’s good for people to be able to look 
back on the old days.” 

Facebook users posted their reminis¬ 
cences about the Whitmore Reans of old. 
David Langford said: “It was a lovely place 
when I was young.” Sue Morey agreed, say¬ 
ing: “What a lovely area Whitmore Reans 
was.” 

Ann Cunio added: “ Loved growing up 
there spent all the summer holidays in the 
West Park.”

Killer of student, 20, 
gets 33-year sentence 


Youngsters dancing for joy

VIOLENT and ‘sexually motivat¬ 
ed’ killer Steven Beards has been 
jailed for 33 years for raping and 
murdering a vulnerable Walsall 
student while his wife was found 
guilty of her manslaughter. 

A jury convicted the 34-year-old, for¬ 
merly of Rowland Avenue but later of no 
fixed address, after less than four hours of 
deliberation. 

He was made to wait 
to find out what his 
punishment was until 
they had determined 
the fate of his wife 
Julie Beards, 36. 

And by a majority of 
ten to two, they con¬ 
cluded Julie Beards, 
who has learning dif¬ 
ficulties, was guilty 
of manslaughter in 
relation to 20-year-old Susan Whiting, 
but found her not guilty of murdering 
the victim under joint enterprise with her 
husband. They also indicated they were un¬ 
likely to reach a conclusive verdict on a rape 
charge against Julie and were subsequently 
discharged on that count. Her sentencing 
has been adjourned until a later date. 

Miss Whiting, who had a learning impair¬ 
ment, was found dead under a divan bed 
at Julie’s bungalow in Heather Close, Blox- 
wich on Tuesday, August 18 last year, after 
visiting two days earlier for a sleepover. 

She had been drugged with hypnotic 
sleeping agent Zopiclone, then raped by Ste¬ 
ven who strangled her and delivered three 
fatal hammer blows to the young woman’s 
head. Steven maintained his innocence 
despite substantial evidence against him 
including his DNA on the murder weapon. 

When taking the stand at Leicester 
Crown Court, he claimed another person 
could have entered the home to kill Miss 
Whiting and frame him using a pot of his 
semen he kept in the bathroom.

The home nation will 
hope to be on the ball 


I t’s finally time for the big kick-off, 
and as is customary the host nation 
gets proceedings under way tonight 
at the Stade de France. 

If you thought that the pressure was 
high on this side of the Channel, 
spare a thought for Didier Deschamps 
French side who go into the 
tournament as favourites and with the 
hopes of an expectant nation on their 
shoulders. 

The signs look good though - over 
the years, the hosts tend to perform 
well at the Euros, and the French 
have been victorious in each of the 
last two major tournaments that they 
have hosted, winning the European 
Championships back in 1984 and the 
World Cup in 1998. 

Their current side is strong 
defensively, formidable in midfield with 
Paul Pogba, and rife with speedy 
attacking options. 

The one thing they are perhaps 
missing is a true No.9, as Karim 
Benzema is suspended from 
international play. 

One of France’s greatest ever 
players, Thierry Henry, is confident 


that the hosts will be at the national 
stadium in Paris when the winner is 
decided in exactly one month’s time. 

He told Sky Sports: ‘This is the big 
one for us. This is the big one for 
Deschamps and the big one for the 
team. 

“We all know it is not easy to win a 
tournament at home, but we have 
done it twice. “We have won the Euros 
in 1984 and the World Cup in 1998 so 
we have a history of usually winning it 
when we have the tournament at 
home. 

“France has a good team. The only 
thing I will say is we haven’t played an 
official game for a long time, so that 
might be the question mark about the 
team at the moment. 

“I think we have a great team and 
I’m not saying that because I am 
French, but I do think they have one of 
the best teams in Europe. 

“I’ll tip them to win and I hope they 
will.” 

First up for Les Bleus, who also 
triumphed at Euro 2000 in the 
Netherlands and Belgium, are Group 
A rivals Romania. 


The Tricolorii were defensively the 
best team in qualifying, conceding just 
two goals, but they were also the least 
prolific team that qualified, scoring just 
11, so the French may have their work 
cut out breaking down their opponents 
this evening. 

The tournament itself has been 
expanded to 24 teams this year, with 
matches taking place in 10 different 
host cities. 

As far as the TV coverage goes, the 
BBC and ITV have split it down the 
middle once again. 

Mark Pougatch has proven to be 
good replacement for previous ITV 
anchor Adrian Chiles, and the 
broadcaster has gone all out with its 
French theme for the Euros. 

Promotional work has been done by 
Eric Cantona, while Emmanuel Petit, 
Christian Karembeu and Louis Saha 
have all joined the punditry team. 

Ian Wright is also on the team, 
along with West Ham boss Slaven 
Bilic. 

There is also a return to 
commentary on ITV for Andy 
Townsend after a year-long absence.

A 1923 restored Vauxhall 
returns for special reunion

A 1923 Vauxhall 23/60 made its first 
long journey after an 18-month me¬ 
chanical restoration to be reunited 
with three generations of the previ¬ 
ous owner’s family at Vauxhall Mo¬ 
tors’ Heritage Centre in Luton. 

Known as Alice, the vintage Vauxhall is 
now thought to be the most original of the 
around 90 surviving 23/60s from a total pro¬ 
duction of 1,300 made at the famous Kimp- 
ton Road factory between 1922 and 1926. 

Kay Lorenzato, whose late husband owned the 
car from the 1950s, was delighted to see it for the 
first time after its inaugural, post-resto drive from 
Leicestershire to the last Vauxhall Bedford Own¬ 
ers’ Association meeting. Her husband, she said, 
would have been “proud to see Alice on the road 
again” after he’d shared so many experiences 
with the car during the 1950s and 60s. 

And Raymond Lorenzato certainly used the car 
extensively. A Grimsel Pass sticker on the wind¬ 
screen and three tickets from a cinema in Lucerne 
found under the seat during restoration were evi¬ 
dence of just some of the European road trips he 
made in the 50s. 

The car also competed in various VSCC events, 
before being pushed into service as the Lorenza- 
tos’ daily transport during the 1960s (including 
the harsh winter of 1962/63). 

Alice was last seen in Luton in 1964 at a 30-98 
Register meeting and was on the road for a fur¬ 
ther three years, before being retired to the family 
garage with a cracked block. 

Talking to Vauxhall staff at the VBOA meeting, 
Kay Lorenzato had fond memories of attending 
rallies in Alice with her husband in the early 60s 


- including one at Brooklands - and recalled how 
attached they both were to the car. 

Well known restorer and vintage racer, Mark 
Walker, purchased Alice from Kay at a Bonhams 
Beaulieu auction and over the last year and a half 
has undertaken a full mechanical restoration. 

The block has been repaired and new 
high-compression pistons fitted, but wherever 
possible Mark has retained original components, 
with ‘conservation’ rather than ‘restoration’ being 
his mantra. 


And Alice’s appearance, which still shows the 
scars of a 93-year life, has carefully been pre¬ 
served, with even the original leather trim being 
saved during the process. 

“In Alice, 60mph at 2,000 rpm is still a comforta¬ 
ble and smooth cruising speed and the car keeps 
up well with modern traffic,” said Walker. “Higher 
speeds are certainly possible, but with only rear 
brakes, probably not advisable! I intend to use 
the car as family transport and would love to rec¬ 
reate the trip over the Grimsel Pass one day”

KEY FOR TULLY 


“IF you believe it, you can 
achieve it. Just keep on trying.” 

So says para-athlete Tully Kearney, who be¬ 
lieves anyone who puts their mind to it can see 
their dreams come true. And that proved the case 
for the Aldridge swimmer who broke on to the in¬ 
ternational scene during last year’s World Cham¬ 
pionships, collecting four golds - six medals in 
all - on her way to becoming the most decorated 
swimmer in the British team, all while embark¬ 
ing on a physiology course at Manchester Metro¬ 
politan University. 

Kearney, runner-up in the BBC’s Young 
Sports Personality of the Year awards, has 
now been selected to represent Great Britain’s 
Paralympic swimming team in Rio this Septem¬ 
ber, despite being forced to miss the trials this 
month through injury. 

“To balance everything I have to be very or¬ 
ganised and plan my weeks in advance,” she said. 
But she was quick to praise her mother Amanda, 
for making huge personal sacrifices. “She com¬ 
pletely gave up her social life for me and if it 
wasn’t for her I would not be where I am today.” 

Kearney admits she was privileged to see 
Paralympic star Ellie Simmonds show off her lat¬ 
est medals and awards when they both attended 
Cooper and Jordan Primary. 

Simmonds, now an OBE, won her first 
Paralympic medal aged just 13 and went on to 
become a four-time Paralympic champion and 
currently has 10 world records to her name. 

It helped stoke the fire that would eventually 
see Kearney become team-mates with Simmonds 
- and both are now real gold medal contenders 
for the Games in Rio, from September 7 to 18. 

Kearney, who suffers with primary generalised 
dystonia, which affects which affects her lower 
limbs and left hand side of her body, said: “Ellie 
would bring in all her awards, medals and show 
them at assemblies. Seeing her winning all those 
trophies meant I was inspired by her to achieve 
something.” 

Kearney joined Boldmere Swimming Club in 
2012 and was coached by Ashley Cox. Classified 
as a S10 and SB9 swimmer, at the age of 14 she 
was competing nationally in youth competitions 
winning gold in seven events at the DSE (Disa¬ 
bility Sports Events) Championships in Sheffield. 

Now her sights have been set fully on Brazil. 

“My first aim was to qualify for Rio. Now my 
only goal is to do the best I can,” she said.
